ful driver, who rarely ever drove over 10 to 12 miles 
an hour. This friend does not think that Thomas took 
a chance at the crossing in question. 

There may, of course, be another explanation of the 
accident. Thomas’ engine may have gone dead on the 
crossing. Too many of these railway crossings are so 
rough and ill-kept that an automobile is badly jolted in 
getting over them. Sometimes the planking, supposed to 
be fixed alongside the rails, is loose and may be jolted 
upward. Anyone caught with a dead engine, a fast train 
being due, is in great peril. 
to get out of the car as quickly as possible and clear of 
the almost certain wreck. But no man likes to leave 
his car in such a predicament. 

The railroads should keep all these crossings tn first-

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OUR OWN WAR REVIEW. 


HERE was a considerable push in 

the paper this week by the British, 
but it seems not to have materially al- 
tered the general situation. As a mat- 
ter of fact, one has to learn that Brit- 
ish gains are not always to be measured 
by the volume of sound by which they 
are accompanied. Tho British are per- 
haps the most tenacious fighters in the 
world, and certainly their civilization 
has never been surpassed; but they are 
the British still, and when they move 
forward they have a gallery that could 
easily deceive everybody both with re- 
spect to their number and the rate at 
which they are going ahead. This is 
not a defect in the British. It is mere- 
ly one of those droll things about them 
which have greatly endeared them to us 
all. They make staunch allies, and we
